This paper is filed in response to the Official action dated October 20, 2005. 



In the Official Action the Examiner sets forth a Restriction Requirement asserting that claims 1- 
17 drawn to a preparation method for biochips lack unity with claims 18-28 drawn to a biochip. 



The applicant hereby provisionally elects claims 18-28 for examination in this application, with 
traverse. 



The Examiner asserts that the apparatus of claim two can be produced using a materially different 
process than the process of the group I claims. The Examiner asserts that process uses 
photolithographic techniques.
